FRENCH DRIVE ARMY 
OF CROWN PRINCE. 


The army of the crown prince, which 
has been in the thick of the fighting 
since the Germans began their inva- 
sion of France, has made an attempt 
to slip through the wood of La Crurie, 
but, the French report says, was 
thrown back to the north of the 
Varrennes - la-Harazee-Vienne-la-Ville 
road This road pierces the northern 
Part of the Argonne forest, so that 
the French must have made a consid- 
erable advance in this region and 
straightened out the line from the 
north of Verdun to the north of 
Rheims. 

This attack of the crown prince’s 
army doubtless is what the Germans 
referred to in their Friday’s report 
that the troops advancing in the Ar- 
gonne had gained ground in a south- 
erly direction. 

In the Woevre district and on the 
heights of the Meuse, the French @aim 
their progress, though slow, continues. 
There apparently has been hard fight- 
ing further south, for the Germans re- 
port speaks -of vigorous sallies from 
Toul having been repulsed. Along the 
center comparative calm still reigns. 
The Germans have been keeping up a 
heavy artillery fire on the British and 
French forces entrenched in front of 
them, but the British accounts say 
little damage has been done. 

The real work is being done on the 
two wings and the troops in the cen- 
ter, who have had much fighting, are 
being given a respite until the moment 
comes for them to move again. This, 
of course, depends on the success or 
failure of the outflanking operations. 

The German attack Antwerp, 
which does not appear serious thus far, 
apparently has not had any effect on 
the Belgian forts of Lierre, Waelhem 
and Wavre-St. Catherines. At any rate, 
the Belgians says the forts intact 
and that the Germans have been driven 
off with heavy losses to their side. 


RUSSIANS WAGING 
GREAT BATTLE. 


Operations between the Russians and 
the Austrians and Germans grow in in- 
terest. These armies are fighting along 
a tremendous line, extending from the 
neighborhood of Cracow, in Galicia, 
along the frontiers of Poland and East 
Prussia, almost to the Baltic sea. There 
is no news from the southern field, 
but the Germans and Austrians, in- 
stead of waiting on the line between 
Czerstechowa and Kalisz for the Rus- 
SBians, have advanced further into Po- 
land. Their outposts have been re- 
ported as far east as Pictrkow (ninety 
miles southwest of Warsaw) in the 
north of Stopnica (thirty-two miles 
south, southeast of Kielo) in the south. 

A big Russian army is gathering 
meet them, and a great battle probably 
wiN be fought in Poland, instéad of on 
the borders of Poland and Silesia. 

In the north, tf the reports are to 
be believed, the Russians seem to have 
checked the German invasion from East 
Prussia and have compelled the Ger- 
mans to retrace their steps except on 
the right wing, which is still fighting 
around Ossowetz.

GERMANS CHECKED, 
SAY THE FRENCH. 


Paris, October 3.—The official com- 
munication issued tonight says: 

“There is no new detail to announce, 
The, general situation is favorable.” 

In the afternoon an official state- 
ment was issued stating that the vio- 
lent attacks of the Germans at Roye 
had been repulsed. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“First, on our left wing the violent 
action which has been progressing 
since yesterday continues without in- 
terruption, particularly in the region 
of Roye, where we have repulsed all 
attacks, although upon this part of the 
front the enemy has been reinforced 
by new additions taken from the ene- 
my’s center, as has been previously 
noted. 

“Second, upon the center nothing is 
to be noted from Rheims to the Ar- 
gonne region. In the Argonne district 
the sixteenth German corps (the army 
of the crown prince), which had at- 
tempted to slip by through the woods 
of Orurie, has been driven back toward 
the north of the Varennes-La-Harazee- 
Viennes-La-Villa line. 

“In the Woevre district and upon 
the heights of the Meuse our progress 
is always slow, but continues.” 


ALLIED ADVANCE 
NEARS BELGIUM. 


Paris, October 3.—The western wing 
of the allied armies was extended still 
further today and now reaches within 
30 miles of the Belgian frontier, carry- 
ing the allies’ overlapping movement 
in a northeasterly direction. 

German reinforcements on this end 
of the line are strong. These troops 
probably were brought from bodies of 
German forces echelonned in the rear 
of their advanced entrenchments. 
Their coufageous dashes to the al- 
lies: front were not successful and the 
Krench and British were able to make 
them fall back on their deep trenches. 

The sight of the allied infantry, 
creeping across the open spaces in 
front of the trenches in a brilliant 
sunshine which glittered on their 
weapons, was impressive. hHiundreds 
of shells burst overhead or in their 
rear without doing great damage. 

Everywhere the French and British 
soldiers seemed as though glued to the 
ground, but yet their widely extended 
lines progressed always forward. In 
two or three instances did they 
encounter the spitting machine gun 
fire with its hail of bullets, which 
opened on them when they surmount- 
ed slight eminences, before reaching 
the German trenches. They found few 
Germans there to meet their bayonets, 
as the invaders had retired to another 
line only a few hundred yards back. 

It is said that the Germans also re- 
treated on the eastern wing, where for 
many days they have been going back 
continually. In that part of the great 
battlefield the famous- French Alpine 
riflemen came in contact with the Ger- 
mans and inflicted considerable loss. 

In the center there was comparative 
calm, although the artillery and in- 
fantry kept firing occasionally as 
though to remind their adversaries of 
their presence.

Berlin, October 3.—(Via Amsterdam 
and London.)—The following official 
statement was given out at army head- 
quarters the evening of October 2:

‘Before Antwerp, Fort Wavre-St. 
Catharines and Redoute Borpevelvt, 
with their intermediate works, were as- 
saulted yesterday afternoon at 5 o'clock. 
Fort Waelhem has been invested. 

“The western and important outer 
epaulement of the Termonde fortifica- 
tions is in our possession. 

“In the eastern arena of the war 
an advance of Russian forces across 
the Niemen river against the Germans, 
in the province of Suwalki, seems im- 
minent.” 


ANOTHER ITALIAN BOAT 
SUNK BY AUSTRIAN MINE 


October 3.—(Via Rome and 
Paris.)—A report has reached here of 
the sinking of another Italian boat 
and the death of her crew of fifty men 
at a point near Trieste as a result of 
coming in contact with a floating mine. 

There is alarm all along the Italian 
coast at the presence of Austrian 
mines at sea. Water traffic with Aus- 
tria has been suspended, and goods 
destined for Austrian ports are being 
abandoned on the docks. 


BRITISH SHIP SUNK 
BY CRUISER LEIPZIG 


Guayaquil, Ecuador, October 3.—The 
schooner Genova has arrived here from 
Galapagos bringing Captain Roberts 
and a part of the crew of the British 
oll tank steamer Elsinore, which Was 
sunk iby the German cruiser Leipzig off 
the Mexican coast, September 11.

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Letters on German Prisoners 


Tell of Horrors of Battle 


London, October 3.—The official ine 
formation bureau today issued a brief 
account of some of the lighter inci- 
dents of the fighting in France, to 
which it appends certain letters taken 
from German prisoners. This recital, 
which is from eye-witnesses, but which 
bears no date, is in part as follows: 

‘In the presentation of striking con- 
tracts this war is no exception to the 
rule. Within sight of the spot where 
these words are being written the 
chauffeur of a motor car attached to 
the general staff is making his toilet 
in the open. After washing his face 
and hands in a saucepan, he carefully 
brushed his hair with an old nail brush. 
It is clear that he had once been a 
dandy, in spite of his khaki service 
jacket and trousers. He is, in fact, a 
former public school boy who has en- 
listed for the war to do ‘his bit’ for his 
country and a right useful part he is 
playing.” 


Swept Their Trenches. 


A letter from a German prisoner re- 
cites how the enemy interrupted their 
needed rest after the Germans had 
reached a certain village and how when 
the Germans attempted to advance on 
September 16, the enemy firing from 
bushes and from houses, swept their 
trenches. This letter continues: 

“On my right and left wounded com- 
rades were complaining bitterly that 
the enemy were shooting from houses. 
They found too easy a mark in us. If 
we assumed an upright position we 
were immediately fired on. Soon the 
enemy’s ibullets began to get us from 
the right and after about one hour, 
during which time our company lost 
about twenty-five men, we were forced 
to retire. This brought our total; 


, 
strength down to eighty. We started 
with 251 men. We had no officers left. 

“On the 18th at 4:30 in the morning we 
reached a village where we thought we 
would be able to rest. Before half an 
hour passed, however, the shrapnel had 
again found us out. We spent the 
afternoon in this village, were contin- 
uously under shell fire in spite of the 
fact that our guns were shelling the 
enemy’s artillery. We heard our col- 
onel say that our guns could not get 
at those of the enemy satisfactorily 
because the latter were so well con- 
cealed. 

Condition Really Awful. 


“Our condition is now really awful, 
fer we have to sleep out in all weath- 
er. We were all looking forward to a 
speedy end. We are very badly off as 
regards food. Some of our regiments 
can muster only from three to. four 
companies.” 

Another letter written during the re- 
treat in front of the French from 
Montmirail says: 

“After a thirty-six-hour march we 
had a rest, and arrived just in time for 
the fight. For three days we did not 
have a hot meal because of our field 
kitchens being lost. We got a hot meal 
yesterday evening. Although we are 
all just ready to drop we march

“We found great quantities of food 
but fearing poison we did not take pos- 
session of it unti] we had got hold of 
the proprietor of the house and com- 
pelled him to taste it first. We are 
near Rheims, after having gone through 
hard, bloody, and most horrible days. 
Thank God [I am still alive. Of our 
regiment of 3,000 men there are now 
only 1,600 left. Let us hope that this 
battle, which ought to be one of the 
greatest in history, will leave me safe 
and well, and give us peace. I am ab- 
solutely done, but we must not de- 
epair.”

Washington, October 3.—One of the

who either have become naturalized 
American citizens or have taken out 
preliminary papers. Already several 
cases have arisen which have led to 
an exchange of views between the| 
state department and British officials 
and at present an active correspond- 
ence is in progress in the effort to 
secure a clear understanding as to the 
exemption from arrest of such sailors 
when they are carried into British 
ports in the ordinary voyage of their 
ships. ‘ 
One of the first cases arose in Hali-! 
fax, N. S., where a sailor of German 
birth who had taken out preliminary 
papers went ashore from an Ameri- 
can ship and was arrested by the Ca- 
nadian authorities. The American con- 
sul promptly intervened and secured 
the release of the sailor. More re- 
cently in the Far East sailors of Ger- 
man birth who had “declared their 
intention” to become American citizens 
were taken off American ships in 
British ports under the claims that 
they were reservists. These men sub- 
sequently, were released, but warned 
not to return under penalty of being 
arrested. 

The state department is understood 
to take the position that where the 
sailor is fully naturalized there can be 
no question of his exemption from ar- 
rest, in view of the fact that Great 
British has recognized the right of 
naturalization in her treaties with the 
United States. In cases where the 
sailor has taken only the preliminary 
steps towards naturalization he will 
be protected on the high seas certain- 
ly, and probably even in a British 
ort, provided he does not land from 
is ship.

PRINCE OSCAR'S YELLS 
AFFECTED HIS. HEART 


Kaiser’s Son Collapsed Because 
of Shouting in Charge—9,600 
Names Added to Losses. 


Berlin, October 3.—(Via London.)— 
Major General Freiherr von Der Horst, 
the commander of the Twentieth in- 
fantry brigade, was ‘Killed while lead- 
ing his troops on September 28, accord- 
ing to an official announcement madé 
tonight. He had previously received 
the iron cross for his work in the field. 

“Today’s casualty list contains about 
9.600 names and includes a mention of 
the wounding of Prince Joachim, the 
youngest son of the emperor, at Schaet- 
zels, East Prussia. 

The Associated Press correspondent 
learned at Metz from the adjutant of 
Prince Oscar, the fifth son of the em- 
peror, that the prince, on September 24, 
led his regiment at Verdun in a most 
desperate battle. The French, including 
Turco sharpshooters in trees, picked 
off the officers, of whom s0 many were 
lost that the companies were led by 
sergeants during the hottest part of 
the fighting. Prince Oscar headed the 
column, and, shouting at the top of his 
voice, led the charge which was finally 
successful. He got so excited that he 
collapsed after the victory with acute 
heart cramp, brought on partly by sev- 
eral days’ exertion prior to this fight- 
ing. 
The physicians ordered him to Metz, 
where the news of the bestowal of the 
decoration of the iron cross of the first 
class reached him. He jumped from his 
bed when he heard it, shouting, “I am 
well again.”’ 

No crosses were available at the time, 
SO General von Strantz took his, given 
him in 1870, and presented it to the 
prince, who is now rapidly recovering. 

The garrison commanders everywhere 
are taking measures for the suppres- 
sion of stories:to the effect that the 
Catholic clergy participated in cruel- 
ties against German soldiers in Bel- 
gium, which, it is officially asserted, 
are untrue.

New York, October 3.—The steamer 
Korona today brought a cargo of war 
tales from the West Indies. Every 
native there sleeps with his gun under 
his pillow, said the Korona’s sailors. 
Little specks of islands that no one 


cancer are throwing up towering earth- 
works; barefooted natives, yesterday's 
nobodies, are today’s generals; rousta- 
bouts are soldiers: every town has a 
guard; every island distrusts every 
other island. Ten thousand rusty flint- 
lock muskets rule the land, and from 
the sea comes tales of strange men of 
war threading in and ouf among the 
islands, always seeing and never find- 
ing one another. 

This was the wag gossip current 
among sailors from Rener ports whom 
they met on the docks at St. Lucia. 

“One of the interesting things,” said 
Frank De Lagarde, the Korona’s as- 
sistant purser, “was the native guard. 
Every native on the island is happy 
these days, for he totes a gun, rides on 
a bicycle and marches behind a brass 
aan and the government pays for it 
all. 


Queer Looking Bicycles. 

“Some of the strangest looking bicy- 
cles I ever saw have been commandered 
by the authorities. Some of them are 
the old high wheel affairs that our 
daddies rode; some of them have no 
tires and most of them are ted with 
rust, and all of them squeak. I heard 
the troops coming two blocks away. 
And the, guns they carry in the 
Same class. 

“At Barnadoes every negro and 
Chinaman on the islanG has joined the 
army. They have what they cail a 
‘life guard’ to protect the place. What 
they are afraid of I don’t know; but I 
heard that they had been told that the 
kaiser was planning to send his fleet 
over and capture the possession. That 
was enough for those natives. They 
threw up a line of breastworks that 
the whole of Europe couldn't take. 
They fire a cannon every time a ship 
is sighted. They have burnt up a lot 
of powder that way, I understand. 
Whenever that old cannon cuts loose 
the army comes, lickety-split for the 
shore. They line up behind the breast- 
works with their muzzle loaders and 
their derringers, and you've got to 
show them that you don’t mean any 
monkey business. 

To Fight German Navy. 

“At Dominues, near St. Thomas, the 
natives have built a little fort just to 
fight the German navy when it does 
come over. There aren’t enough white 
men in Dominues to hold a meeting 
and not many more colored. In the 
center of their fort they have planted 
a tall flagpole. Every morning at day- 
light a man pulls himself up to the top 
of that flagpole with a pulley, unfolds 
acamp stool and sticks there, looking 
out to sea He is looking for the Ger- 
man navy. Two hours later he comes 
down and another man takes his place. 
This has been Kept up every day for 
weeks from dawn until darkness. 

“English, French and German war- 
ships chase each other around the is- 
lands, and it’s no wonder the natives 
are fidegty. At St. Lucia there were 
nineteen ships tied up, all affaid to stir 
outside the harbor, 

“At St. Lucia we saw the Hambure- 
American liner Spreewald, which was 
captured by the British cruiser Ber- 
wick.”

RUSSIAN ARTILLERY 

DEADLY TO GERMANS. 

London, October 3.—The Petrograd 
correspondent of The Post, speaking of 
the operations on the Niemen, Russian 
Poland, says: 

“Later intelligence shows that the 
operations on the Niemen were on a 
greater scale than was supposed, and 
the losses were more severe. This was 
largely due to thé admirable practice 
of certain heavy artillery which is at 
the disposal of the Russian forces. 

“The Germans evidently were not 
aware of this, and advanced as though 
they had only to meet the ordinary 
field artillery. They were cruelly sur- 
prised at the terrible work of these 
heavy guns.

London, October 3.—3A Reuter dis- 
patch from Petrograd, describing the 
German attack on the Suwalki-Olita 
railroad, says the Germans made Vilna 
their objective, disregarding Kowvno, 
and attacked stubbornly, finally re- 
treating before Russian bayonet 
chfirges, but in order.

TRAITOR 10 RUMANIA 


He Is Said to Be $e Putting In- 
terest of Caste Above That 
of the Country. 


London, October 8—In a dispatch 
from Paris the correspondent of The 
Post relates that a signed statement, 
attacking the attitude of King Charles, 
of Rumania, in the present crisis, has 
been sent out by Victor Jon- 
nesco, nephew of the prime minister 
of Rumania, and at present holding 
the post of secretary of the Rumanian 
legation in Paris. ML. Jonnesco says,

“From the -.commencement of this 
European conflict the Rumanian peo- 
ple have been hostile to Germany and 
Austria. This hostility is pushing the 
people to drastic action. The cry is 
for a greater Rumania and the libera- 
tion of our brothers tn Transylvania. 
Undoubtedly the situation has placed 
King Charles in a dilemma, for he ai- 
ready has made his choice between his 
duty as king of a free people and his 
duty as a Hohenzollenn. The latter 
proved too dear to his heart; he is 
serving his caste and will do so until 


his death. 

“When Russia proposed to King 
Charles that he occupy Transylvania 
and Bukowina he refused, declaring 
his troops were needed to guard the 
frontier. Today Bukowina, which is 
just as Rumanian as Transylvania, is 
occupied by Russian troops, and has 
been declared a Russian province. 

“This policy of King Oharles will 
give him in history the role of a traitor 
to the interests of his country, al- 
though he is a hero in his staunchness

“If his policy is persisted in, it will 
mean that the Rumanian in Transyl- 
vania will shortly be delivered from the 
Austrian yoke by Russia and hence- 
forth incorporated in the Russian em- 
pire.”

Rome, October 3.—A dispatch to The 
Giernale D’Italia from Sofia, Bulgaria, 
says that the condition of King Charles 
of Rumania has suddenly become 
worse. The doctor’s bulletin today de- 
clares that he must have absolute quiet 
in order to save his life 

The well-informed, however, accord- 
ing to the dispatch, believe that the 
king’s illness is really a political step, 
the aim of which is to end the popular 
agitation to have Rumania join forces 
against Germany. 


SOUTH AFRICA STANDS 
FOR THE BRITISH EMPIRE 


London, October 3.—A dispatch to 
Reuter’s Telegram company from Pot- 
chefstrom, the Transvaal, South Africa, 
says that an attempt by General Chris- 
tian De Wot to address a meeting of 
protest against the government's ac- 
tion in regard to the war resulted in 
the breaking up of the meeting after 
a demonstration which approached the 
proportions of a riot. 

Admission to the hall had been re- 
stricted to the ticket-holders, but a 
crowd of sympathizers with General 
Louis Botha, who has taken command 
of the British operations against the 
Germans in Southwest Africa, gathered 
outside, and, battering down the bar- 
ricaded doors, bombarded the anti-gov- 
ernment forces with eggs and bricks. 

Then the crowd 
from the hall moved into the open, 
where General De Wot again attempted 
to speak. Once more he was inter- 
rupted by singing, shouting and cheers 
for General Botha. Later the support- 
ers of Botha paraded the streets and 
the demonstration by adopting 
a vote of confidence in the South Afri- 
can premier.

GERMANY FEARS 


NO STARVATION 


‘Vice Chancellor Delbrueck 


Declares Country Prepared 
to Carry War Through. 
Unemployment Decreases. 


Berlin, October 2.—(Via The Hague 
and London, October 3.)—Germany is 
strong enough economically and finan- 
cially to carry the war to a successful 
conclusion, according to Vice Chancellor 
Clemens Delbrueck. In a long inter- 
view today the vice chancellor declares 
the country cannot be starved out. 

In opening the interview Vice Chan- 


'cellor Delbrueck referred to the unani- 


mous demonstration by representatives 


' of labor, agriculture, commerce, indus- 


try and trade on September 28, of the 
determination of the German people to 
see the war through to a successful 
conclusion and declared that this was 
no bluff, but was justified by the spirit 
and preparation of the country. The 
currency crisis which immediately 
preceded hostilities was overcome 
quickly and completely and now there 
was an abundance of circulation media. 

Herr Delbrueck then described the 
loan institutions where funds may be 


|, obtained on negotiable securities and 


said no class is without an opportunity 
of adequate credit. Accordingly, he 
said, there was no necessity for a 
general moratorium, to which resort 
has been had by all other combatants 
as well as by some neutral countries. 

“One serious consequence of the 
mobilization,” said the vice chancellor, 
“was the lack of employment, despite 
the fact that the call to the colors 
took from 5,000,000 to 6,000,000 able- 
bodied men from the industrial field 
into the army. The idleness was due 
to the fact that the curtailing of in- 
dustry caused local unemployment. 

Putting Man and Job Together. 

“The provincial employment agencies 
then were merged in an imperial em- 
ployment bureau with the immediate 
result that the question of employment 
was solved by putting the man and 
job together. The dead center pass- 
ed, every day produces an improvement 
because representatives of the em- 
ployers and the employees are work- 
ing in patriotic co-operation in this 
bureau without regard to partisanship 
or creed. 

“Labor and capital, conservative so- 
cialist and liberal and trades unions 
have worked hard in hand in the in- 
terests of the fatherland with the im- 
perial labor bureau. As an efficient 
intermediary the bureau has obtained 
harvest workers, who are gathering 
Germany’s promising harvest. This is 
an instance showing how the job and 
the man have been brought together. 
The same is true in the mining and 
shipbuilding industry. In the case of 
the textile industries the hours of la- 
bor have been shortened, the trades 
unions working efficiently in this 
equalization. They have gelected only 
men adapted for the kind of work as- 
signed by the imperial labor bureau. 
Thus of 16,000 men sent to East Prus- 
sia at the opening of the war to labor 
on fortifications not a single man 
proved unfit. 

‘Behind battling armies we must 
have only contented people. Communi- 
ties ‘must take steps to have the popu- 
lation. employed despite the war, not 
allowing suffering and distress, and 
providing employment on various pub- 
lic works, @uch as railroad and canal 
building and the draining of swamps. 

“Unemployment since the outbreak of 
the war has been steadily decreasing. 
At present all industries supplying 
the army are working to their utmost 
capacity. Our production of anthra- 
cite coal is generally meeting the de- 
mands of Germany, Austria and sev- 
eral neutral countries. Other indus- 
tries which are natural world monopo- 
lies, such as dyestuffs and potash, are 
necessary to neutral countries, who, I 
suppose, will buy them during the wag 

Difficulty About Raw Material. 

“There is a certain difficulty regard- 
ing raw materials. One of the first 
steps taken when the war began was 
to form. an organization to institute 
a careful stock-taking and take over 
certain necessary materials, the same 
to be served out later to industries in 
need of them. We found the supplies 
greater than had been expected and 
certain articles have been obtained in 
considerable quantities in countries oc- 
cupied by our armies. 

“I do not doubt that neutral countries 
in their own interest will endeavor to 
create markets for théir goods, par- 
ticularly the United States for her cot- 
ton. Our population can be starved out 
as little as can our industries. Ger- 
many produces almost the whole of her 
own consumption of breadstuffs and 
meats.”’ 

In conclusion, Herr Delbrueck said 
that the general situation was due 
largely to Germany’s centralized organ- 
ization, economic as well as political. 
Wherever it was necessary to take 
steps in any branch of industry, trade 
or commerce, he needed only the little 
group of interested ones with whom to 
discuss the matter, knowing their de- 
cision would be binding on the entire 
industry. 

“In short,” he said, “we watch af- 
fairs confidently and placidly. I have 
been a minister nine years and have 
a perfect Knowledge of the economic 
and moral powers of my country. Iam 
persuaded that we are in a position 
to conduct this war, which has been 
forced on us, to asuccessful conclusion, 
also in an economic sense.”

Consul Silliman, 
personal representative of, President 
Wilson, telegraphed from Mexico City 
that the situation there was much) im- 
proved. 

The conference of generals now in 
session at the Mexican capital, he said, 
would adjourn to hold open caucus 
with representatives of General Villa, 
at Aguas Calientes, beginning October 
5. The authorities in Mexico City were 
said to be hopeful that an agreement 
would be reached between the Car- 
ranza-Villa factions at Aguas Calien- 
tes, which would assure the re-estab- 
lishment of friendly relations between 
the two leaders. 

Good Order Prevails. 

The state department is in receipt 
of official advices from Monterey to 
the effect that, notwithstanding pub- 
lished reports to the contrary, good 
order prevails in Saltillo as well as in 
Monterey and vicinity. Through trains 
are reported to be running from Lare- 
do to Mexico City, as well as to Tam- 
pico and points south. 

“According to reports received to- 
day from the Monterey consular dis- 
trict, General Villa has not interfered 
with affairs in that section, and there 
appears to be a better understanding 
between all Mexican officials. 

“A telegram received from the de- 
partment’s representative at Ciudad, 
Porfirio Diaz, states that the best of 
order prevails throughout the consular 
district and that railroad and tele- 
graph communication is open to Mon- 
terey and Saltillo.

They are 
protected by the fortified paval sta- 


tions and harbors shown on the map. 
Air craft stations at Helgoland, Kiel, 
Hamburg, Cuxhaven and Wilhelm- 
shaven give the German navy addition- 
al means of defense and offense in 
North sea operations. The Kiel canal 
enables Germany to put her entire fleet 
into either the North sea or the Baltic. 
Her largest battleship can get through 
the sixty-mile canal in thirteen hours. 


CONFEDERATE MEMORIAL 
FOR STONE MOUNTAIN 


(From The Chicago Herald.) 

Stone mountain, Georgia, near which 
one of the big battles of the civil war 
was fought, is to be the site of one of 
the most unique memorials in the world 
if the plans of the United Daughters 
of the Confederacy are carried to com- 
pletion. They propose to erect on the 
summit of this geological phenomenon, 
which is said to be the largest single 
stone formation in the world, a memo- 
rial to the brave men of all the south- 
ern states who gave their lives for the 
south. It is one mile from base to 
summit and at one place has an abrupt 
drop of more than 1,000 feet, in conse- 
quence of which it long has been a 
mecca for tourists. Even long before 
the civil war Stone mountain was a 
great summer resort for southern peo- 
ple, who were attracted to the spot by 
the weird beauty of the huge granite 
stone, around’ whose crags the winds 
blow eternally. 

Many attempts have been made to 
anchor structures on the mountain top, 
but none has succeeded. The govern- 
ment once wanted to place a weather 
bureau there. Twice these houses, an- 
chored into the mountain with chains 
and ooncrete, were erected, but each 
time winds of apparently ne great ve- 
locity blew them away. othing grows 
on the wind-swept top—not a blade of 
grass. And the elements seem deter- 
mined that nothing built by the hand of 
man shall rise one inch above the tow- 
ering -stone summit. 

Nevertheless, engineers have express- 
ed the opinion that there will be no trou- 
ble in overcoming these natural ob- 
stacles and erecting a temple on the 
mountain that will stand for all time. 
The site, therefore, seems peculiarly 
suited for memorial purposes. It is 
near the heart of the confederacy and 
is easily accessible both by steam and 
by trolley.

BUSY BEE GIVES EDISON 
_ SOME IDEAS ON FLIGHT 


(From The Toronto Mail and Express.) 

Thomas Edison has been taking a 
lesson from the bee. On his way from 
New York to Philadelphia by automo- 
bile he observed a bumblebee, and as 
he watched it he realized that an gero- 
plane of great weight can be built as 
soon as We obtain something that beats 
the air at the rate of 200 times a sec- 
ond. An average bumblebee is an inch 
long, three-eighths of an inch in diame- 
ter, with. a wing a quarter of an inch 
wide and five-eighths of an inch long. 
The bee weighs 7,000 times as much 
as his wings, but the fact that the 
wings beat the air at the rate of 200 
times a second drive him through the 
air with amazing. speed. 

This discovery of Mr. Edison's is 
like the discovery that Queen Anne is 
dead, or perhaps it is better likened 
to Sherlock Holmes’ discovery of the 
basic laws of the solar systems. He 
knew =H gggenes about them, much to Dr. 
Watson’s astonishment, and when.he 
was informed of the few facts said 
that he would try at once to forget 
them, the storing capacity of his brain 
being required for data of more use- 
fulness. Langley, Wright and the oth- 
er. pioneers of aviation, if they were 
not familiar with the dimensions of 
a bumbleebee, did not fail to recognize 
the fact that it was by speed alone 
that they could hope to conquer the law 
of gravitation. If they did not ob- 
serve the bumblebee they did probably 
observe the wild duck, which presents 
the same paradox, a heavy body and a 
small wing with great speed. We see 
the same thing in the wild goose, in 
the partridge, the prairie chicken, the 
pheasant—all fast flyers, all birds of 
comparatively small wing area to 
weight. 

The very reason these birds fly fast 
is that they have to fly fast to keep 
from falling. Racers of homing pig- 
eons believe that to draw a couple of 
flight feathers from each wing of a 
bird is actually to increase its speed 
for short distances. The bird goes 
through the air not as a bird, but as a 
missile, its fear of falling making its 
wing work at a greatly increased rate. 
It is only the hawks, the seabirds 
and a’few others fhat present great 
spread of wings with light bodies, .and 
these birds are calculated for soaring 
rather than for terrific speed, though 
sometimes they combine both gqualli- 
ties. Nevertheless, it is not impossible 
that Mr. Edison, with his remark about 
the bumblebee, has laid the foundation 
upon which posterity will rear his 
fame as the discoverer of the great 
principle of aviation.

scription of Operations Up’ 
to September 29. 


London, October 8—The official 


press bureau has issued a state- 
i ment from the headquarters of 
ithe British expeditionary force under 
; date of September 29, concerning move- 
ments of the British force and the 
French armies in immediate touch with 
it. The statement follows: 

“The general situation as viewed on 
the map remains virtually the same as 
that described in the last letter, and 
the task of the army has not changed. 
It is to maintain itself until theré is 
a general resumption of the offensive. 

“No ground has been lost. Some has 
been gained and .every counter attack 
has been repulsed, in certain instances 
with severe loss to the enemy. 

“Nevertheless the question of posi- 
tion is only a part of the battle and 
there has been considerable improve- 
ment in the situation in another re- 
spect. Recent offensive efforts of the 
enemy have been made without cohe- 
sion, his assaults being delivered by 
comparatively small bodies acting with- 
out co-operation with thos® on either 
side. Some of them, indeed, evince 
clear signs of inferior leadership, this 
bearing out statements made by pris- 
oners as to great losses tn officers suf- 
fered by the enemy. 

German Fire Decreasing. 

“Further, the hostile artillery fire has 
decreased in volume and deteriorated 
both in control and direction. Th@ first 
probably is due to the transfer of metal 
to other quarters, but the two latter 
facts may be the direct result of the 
activity of our air craft and their 
interference with the enemy’s air re- 
connaissance and observation of his 
fire. 

“The Germans recently have been 
relying to some extent on observations 
from captive balloons sent up at some 
distance in the rear of their first line, 
which method, whatever its cause, is a 
poor substitute for the direct overhead 
reconnaissance obtainable from aero- 
planes. 

“As a consequence, the damage be- 
ing done to us is wholly disproportion- 
ate to the amount of ammunition ex- 
pended by the enemy. For the last 
few days it has amounted to pitting 
certain areas with large craters and 
in rendering some villages unhealthy, 
as the.soldiers put it. 

“A concrete example of what was on 
one occasion achieved against our in- 
fantry trenches is given. later. 

German Aeroplane Taken. 

“Of recent events an actual narrative | 
will be carried on from the 25th to the 
29th, inclusive. During the whole of 
this period the weather has remained 
fine. On Friday, the 25th, compara- 
tive quiet reigned in our sphere of 
action. The only incident worthy of 
special mention was the capture of a 
German aeroplane. 

“That night a general, attack was 
made against the greater part of the 
allies’ position and it was renewed in 
the early morning of the 26th. The 
4jermans everywhere were repulsed 
with loss. Indeed opposite one por- 
tion of our lines, where they were 
caught in mass by our machine guns 
and Howitzers firing at different 
ranges, it is estimated they left 1,000 
killed or wounded. 

“At 3:40 a. m. an attack was made 
on our right. At 5 a. m. there was a 
general attack on the right, but no 
really heavy firing. Further inef- 
fectual efforts to drive us back were 
made Saturday at 8 a. m, and in the 
afternoon and the artillery fire con- 
tinued all day. 

German Attack Repulsed. 

“The Germans came on in ‘T’ forma- 
tion, several lines shoulder-to-shoul- 
der, followed almost immediately by a 
column in support. After a few min- 
utes the men had closed up into a mob, 
which afforded an excellent target for 
our fire. 

“On Sunday, the 27th, while the Ger- 
man heavy guns were in action their 
brass bands could be heard playing 
hymn tunes, presumably at divine 
service. 

“The enemy made an advance on part 
of our line at 6 p. m., and renewed it in 
strength at one point with, however, 
no better success than on the previous 
night. Sniping continued all day along 
the whole front. 

“On Monday, the 28th, there was 
nothing more severe than a bombard- 
ment and intermittent sniping, and 
this inactivity continued during Tues- 
day, the 29th, except for a night attack 
against our extreme right. 

“The incident that occurred Sunday, 
the 27th, servesto illustrate the type 
of fighting that has for the past two 
weeks been going on intermittently on 
various parts of our line. It also brings 
out the extreme difficulty of ascer- 
taining what actually is happening dur- 
ba an action, apart from what seems to 

f 


» happening, and points to the value 
good entrenchments. 


Value of Good Entrenchments. 


“At a certain point in our front our 
advance trenches are On the north of 
the Aisne not far from a village on a 
hillside, and also within a short dis- 
tance of German works, being on a 
slope of a spur formed by a subsidiary 
valley running north and a main val- 
ley of the river. It was a calm, sun- 
ny afternoon, but hazy, and from our 
vantage point it was difficult exactly 
to locate on the far bank the well-con- 
‘ cealed trenches. 

“From far and near the sullen Doom 
of guns echoed along the valley and 
at intervals in a different direction 
the sky was flecked with the almost 
motionless smoke of anti-air craff 
shrapnel. 

“Suddenly, and without warning, for 
the reports of the distant Howlitzers 
from which they were fired could not 
be distinguished from other distant 
reports, three or four heavy shells 
fell into the village, = ggg up huge 
clouds of dust and smoke. o this ne 
reply was made by our side. : 

“Shortly afterwards there was a 
quick succession of reports from a 
point some distance up the subsidiary 
‘ Valley on the side opposite our trenches 

and, therefore, on their flank. It was 
' not possible, either by ear or eye, to 
locate the guns from which the sounds 
proceeded. Almost simultaneously, as 
it seemed, there was a corresponding 
succession of flashes and sharp deto- 
nations in the line of the hillside along 
what appeared to be our trenches. 
There then was a pause and several 
clouds of smoke rose slowly and re- 
mained stationary, spaced as regularly 
as poplars. 

“Again there was a succession of re- 
ports from German quick flirers on the 
far side of the-misty valley and like 
echose of detonations of high explosives; 
then the row of expanding smoke 
clouds was prolonged ‘by several new 
ones. Another pause and -silence, ex- 
cept for the noise in the distance. 


Rear From Uritish Guns. 


“After a few minutes there was a 
roar from our side of the main vaHey, 
as our field guns opened, one after an- 
other, in a more deliberate fire upon 
the positions of the German guns. Then 
silence again save for the whirr of 
shells and balls of smoke—one, two, 
three, four five, six—as the shrapne! 
burst nicely over what in the haze 
looked like some ruined buildings at 
the edge of the wood. 

“Again, after short intervals the en- 
emy’s gunners reopened with a burst, 
still further prolonging the smoke, 
which by now was merged into une 
solid screen above a considerable 
length of the trenches and again did 
our guns reply. And so the duel went

on. 
“Ignoring our guns, the German ar- 
tillerymen, probably relying on con-

“Occasionally, with a roar, a high 
angle projectile would sail over the 
hill and blast a gap in the village. (ine 
only could pray that our men holding 
the trenches had dug themselves in 
deep and well, and that those in -he 
village were in cellars. 

“In the hazy valleys not a man, not 
@ horse, not a gun, nor even a trench 
was to be seen. There were only 
flashes and smoke and noise. Above, 
against the blue sky, several round 
white clouds were hanging. The only 
two visible human souls were repre- 
sented by a glistening speck in the 
air. On high also were to be heard 
more or less gentlé reports of the anti- 
air craft projectiles. 

“But the deepest impression. created 
was one of sympathy for the men sub- 
jected to the bursts along the trenches. 
Upon inquiry as to the losses sustain- 
ed, however, it was found that our men 
had been able to take care of them- 
selves and had dug themselves well in.” 

In that collection of trenches on Sun- 
day afternoon were portions of four 
battalions of British soldiers—the Dor- 
settes;the West Kents, the King’s Own 
Yorkshife light infantry and the 
~ ae wn Scottish Borderers.

was nine men wounded. 

“On the following day 109 shells were 
fired at the trencnes occupied by the 
West Kent regiment alone. Four offi- 
cers were buried, but were dug out 
unhurt. One man was scratched. The 
village itself was unoccupied. 

“Many camp yarns are in ciroulation. 
As an instance a report is current that 


the Turcos, who are our close neigh- 
bors, have been rather short of food 
and have bartered the use of two heavy 
guns for ten thousand tins of rations 
beef. The market rate of exchange 
between guns and meat however, has 
not been worked out. 

“Our troops in the second line at cer- 
tain spots pass the time by punting the 
football about on the village places. 
It is rumored that a German aviator 
observed this and has sent jn a report 
that the British forces are thoroughly 
disorganized and running about their 
post in blind panic.” 


A Fine Legacy. 


(Bulletin by the North Carolina 
Board of Health.)

Some people are 
going to do even better than this good 
woman. They are going to do some- 
thing for the sanatorium while they 
live. Through the Red Cross Seal 
sales last Christmas the people in the 
state in this small way a penny ata 
time contributed $10,000, which was 
used in the fight against tuberculosis 
in North Cr ina; and so it foes. 

The state . this time cannot handle 
its tuberculosis problem. Of course it 
could if it would, but it will not. But 
the state can do this, and it will. It 
can provide so that the money, time 
and energy that is anxious to be spent 
in the fight against tuberctilosis in 
North Carolina shall be directed in 
proper channels so as to accomplish 
the greatest good. I[t can and will 
provide suitable buildings and equip- 
ment at the state sanatorium so that 
the work can be conducted in the pro- 
per manner. It will provide compe- 
tent directors and leaders to direct the 
campaign against tuberculosis in 
North Carolina.

BIGGEST OF ARSHPS 
PLANNED BY FRANGE 


Berlin, October 3.—The Cologne Ga- 
zette prints the report that jut pre- 
vious to the outbreak of the war the 
French military authorities were. 
planning to build the “biggest airship 
in the world.” 

“As far as known to insiders,” says 
the article, “this new airship, the in- 
ventor of which is Arno Boerner, is 
to have a length of 300 meters. and a 
width of 20 meters; in other words, 
it would be nearly three times as big 
as a Zeppelin. 

“Instead of the baskets this new 
type has a bridge which extends from 
the forepart along the entire length 
of the airship in the afterpart. The 
gas bags, of which there are about 
00, have a quadratic ground plan and 
consists each of three  balloonettes 
linked together and filled with hydro- 
gen, nitrogen and ordinary air. 
The hydrogen balloonette is surroyund- 
ed by nitrogen, the latter by aim By 
this system the hydrogen should be 
prevented from being exploded by 
lightning or other igniting agencies. 
Furthermore, the escape vf was by 
diffusion is reduced consideravwly. 

“According to the statements of its 
inventor, this airship would remain 
afloat several days without interrup- 
tion, and have a carrying capacity of 
300 persons. It is certain that the 
plans and calculations were worked 
out to their minutest details and were 
submitted to the French ministry of 
war in a eomprehensive memorial. 
But immediately previous to the 
Austrian ultimatum the negotiations 
were only progressed to a stage 
where the French government ordered 
the sum of 500,000 francs to be ap- 
propriated and entrusted a_ well- 
known company, the Zodiak-Works, 
with the preliminary work. This was 
too late to render the airship avail- 
able in the present war.”

Titanic Destruction. 

Each fort visited showed scenes of 
titanic devastation and destruction. 
Great gaping holes were opened in the 
earth wherever the shells from the big 
siege mortars landed. Debris of stone 
and cement fragments littered the sur- 
face within the fort enclosure to @ 


depth of a foot or more. The cementi 
walls of the revolving gun turrets were | 


battered, cracked and smashed, and 
their armor plate roofs showed great 
dents where shelis had landed, but with 
few exceptions the* turrets were still 
intact despite the heavy bombardment. 
The guns were put out of action not 
by shells penetrating the turrets, but 
because the turrets themselves jammed, 
making it impossible to aim the can- 
non. The German shells, even those 
of the dreaded 16%-inch “surprise” 
mortar, had bounded off the armored 
roofs, leaving deep marks and splashes 
where they had exploded, but those 
striking the concrete casing had crack- 
ed off fragments which filled up the 
space between turret and casing, ef- 
fectively jamming the turning machin- 
ery. 
Turrets Difficult to Locate. 

German artillery experts declare gun 
turrets in German fortresses have the 
Same general construction and the 
fame weakness, but point out that in 
ease of attack much time would be 
apent in locating the turrets, for which 
hidden positions are skilfully chosen. 
At Liege the forts were located on 
the summit of ridges with the gun 
positions in plain view for miles, so 
that the German artillery, even with- 
out the assistance of their maps of the 
fortress, could drop their shells on 


the turrets as upon the bull’s-eye of at 


gigantic target. 

The German experts pointed out as 
another serious defect the absence of 
observation posts from which the fire 
of the forts could be directed and con- 
. trolled. In each fort was a species of 
conning tower, serving also’ as search- 
light turret, but so low lying as to 
be useless in directing the fire. 

The forts themselves, in the opinion 
of the German officers, were well laid 
out and well designed for forts of 
their age, twenty-four or twenty-six 
vyears—but the Belgians since then had 
done little to keep them up to date. 
Only of late had they awakened to the 
necessity of modernizing the forts by 
putting in a better system of fire con- 
trol, more telephones, etce., and: had 
Placed orders with German firms for 
the necessary electric wiring and plant 
and for additional cannon. These are 
now being installed, but by the Ger- 
man. pioneers, with the aid of the origi- 
nal fortress plans captufed when Liege 
fell. 

Dr. Liebknecht Inspects Liege. 

A most interested spectator during 
the inspection trip was Dr. Earl Lieb- 
knecht, the socialist deputy whom the 
foreign press reported executed early 
im the war. He enjoyed the special 

of the army officers in charge 
of the party. Their explanations were 
addressed to him; the governor of the 
fortress, Liege, General Goleve, came 
to welcome him. After his inspection 
of Liege, Dr.. Liebknecht departed for 
Louvain and Brussels, where he was re- 
ceived with tne same favor. 

Dr. Liebknecht wi'’ not hear of the 
annexation of Belgium or any part of 
it, a eondition of peace on which the 
super-patriots have already set their 
hearts. “The minute that an attempt 
is made to incorporate Belgium or any 

rt of it in Germany, that minute the 
Roasted unity. of the German parties 
will disappear,” he said to the repre- 
sentative of the general staff who ac- 
companted him in the automobile ride 
around the fort girdle. 


TWO-CENT MAIL RATE 
TO SOUTH AMERICA 


The death of Henniker Heaton, the 
Rritish advocate of international penny 
postage, antedated by but a few days 
the beginnimge of a movement in this 
country for tne extension of that rate 
to South America. Heaton was a prac- 
tical idealist. Hie said once that he 
had at one time or another advocated 
some three score “causes” of reforms, 
of which two-thirds had been realized. 
The most important was his campaign 
for international penny (or 2-cent) 
postage. Others were telegraphic 
money orders and international parcel 
post. It took him almost a quarter of 
a century to get the British postoffice 
to consent to his proposal for postal re- 
duction, and then onl) because the late 
Joseph Chamberlain's imperialism was 
in the ascendant and it was seen that 
the same rate within the empire would 
tend to promote that ideal. Later it 
was extended bv convention with this 
eountry to include the United States, 
and we now have 2-cent postage with 
Great Britain and Ireland, Germany 
(by the direct and slower route), Can- 
ada. Mexico, Cuba and Panama. 

One of the most frequent sources of 
complaints received by our consuls in 
South America has been the forgetful- 
ness of American exporters in attach- 
ing sufficient postage to South Ameri- 
can mail Through care‘essness much 
of this mail is sent out bearing only 
a 2-cent stamp. The prospective cus- 
tomer in South America, after paying 
the penalty for this oversight, is hardly 
likely to entertain very amicable feel- 
ines for the correspondent or his ways 
of doing business. The reciprocal ex- 
tension of the 2-cent rate there would 
remove this cause of irritation, and the 
argument that led England to extend it 
to the empire is just as applicable in 
increasing the bonds between the 
American republics Better and cheap- 
er means of communication wtll be the 
first step toward developing that com- 
mercial unity of interest so much de- 
sired. Congress is said to be consider- 
ing the proposition, and it tis likely 
that it will be taken up with our South 
American neighbors.

The true dumdums is a hollow-nosed 
bullet whose peculiarity consists in its 
expanding on impact and thus creat- 
ing an ugly wound. First manufac- 
tured, it appears, in a British arsenal 
at Dumdum, British India, they were 
designed for use in India frontier 


‘fighting “owing to the failure of the 


usual type of bullets to stop the 
rushes of fanatical tribesmen.” The 
charge that they were employed 
against the Boers in South Africa has 
been officially denied. Notwithstand- 
ing the accusations lodged upon the 
authority of Germany’s emperor and 
France’s president, fair-minded folks 
will wait the production of “legal evi- 
dence” before convicting either side, 
or any of the belligerent nations, of 
having served out dumdum ammuni- 
tion to their troops in the field. 

It is entirely possible, however, that 
the charges are filed in all sincerity. 
Ordinary bullets may be given an ex- 

ansive effect by a little tinkering. 
n the Sudanese campaigns, it is re- 
lated, British troops sometimes got 
dumdum results by filing down the 
points of their bullets until the lead 
core was exposed, and by making slits 
in the nickel envelope. The Spanish at 
Santiago got the same effect, accord- 
ing to the stories of that day, by cut- 
ting off the brass tips of their bul- 
lets. It is conceivable that individual 
soldiers on both sides of the European 
firing lines have done this thing oc- 
casionally, with or without the sanc- 
tion of their officers. 

Another explanation is offered by a 
writer in the “war number” of World's 
Work, who rejects as “a pleasant fic- 
tion” the stories about the humane- 
ness of the modern bullet. Admitting 
the slight wound made by the small 
bullet of high velocity heals “more 
quickly and thoroughly than in former 
days,” he declares that “severe wounds 
are no less severe and much more 
frequent.” The Germans, he explains. 
“use a steel jacketed bullet with a 
core of lead hardened with antimony. 
The steel jacket frequently comes off 
in jagged fragments which horribly 
lacerate the flesh. The French bullet. 
a mixture of copper and zinc, is not 
jacketed, but is longer and sharper 
than the Germarm bullet. Bent by 
ricocheting, it often enters the body 
as a hook; sometimes it ‘tumbles’ and 
enters broadside on, making a long. 
gaping wound. These ‘humane’ 
bullets, up to a range of 500 vards, 
have an explosive effect, splintering 
the bone so thoroughly as to explain 
the frequent accusation that explosive 
bullets have been used.”

AGRICULTURAL EXPERTS 
COMING TO CONVENTION 


Southeastern Food Crops Con- 
ference Monday Will Be 
a Big Event. 2 


Written statements from over two 
hundred of the most prominent agri- 
cultural experts of the south that they 
expected to attend the southeastern 
states’ food crops conference, which 


meets in Atlanta on Monday, has been 
received at the offices of the Georgia 
Chamber of Commerce, the conference 
call having been issued by the state 
chamber and the commissioners of ag- 
riculture of seven southern states. 
Commissioner of Agriculture James 
D. Price, in talking Saturday of the ap- 
proaching conference, said that in his 
opinion it was destined to prove one of 
the most important gatherings of its 
kind which had ever been held in the 
south. 
“Realizing that the agitation which 
has been so general all over the south 
for reduced cotton acreage and diversi- 
fied farming could be effective only if 
followed up by some practical and ex- 
pert advice to the farmers,” declared 
Mr. Price, “the agricultural commis- 
sioners of several southern states en- 
thusiastically agreed when the proposi- 
tion was made to them by the Georgia 
Chamber of Commerce to call a con- 
ference which would not only urge the 
farmers to diversify, but would tell 
them how best to do it. 

Agricultural Experts Coming. 
“In addition to commissioners of ag- 
riculture, the conference will bring to 
Atlanta agricultural experts from 
practically every southern state, and I 
cannot but feel that when their delib- 
erations have been completed the best 


La 


solution of the situation yet propound- 
ed will bé the result. 

“The main thing that conference will 
undertake will be a full discussion of 
the kind of crops which it will be best 
for the fanmers of the south to plant 
in place of the cotton, which they must 
cut out next year. Every phase of the 
question will be discussed, from the 
crops best suited to the soll of each 
particular section, through the cost of 
its production, to the ease with which 
the product may be marketed, and the 
price obtained. 

“Mark my word for it, the farmers 
of the south are going to get better re- 
sults from this meeting, called by the 
agricultural commissioners of the vari- 
ous states and the Georgia Chamber 
of Commerce, than from anything 
which has yet been done, for this meet- 
ing ts going to help them to help them- 
selves—and as soon as that is done 
prosperity will reign in the south.” 

A brief outline of the topics which 
will be discussed at this meeting was 
given out ---eterday at the headquarters 
of the Georgia Chamber of Commerce. 


Subjects for Discussion. 


The following list will give an idea 
of the thoroughness with which the 
conference will go into the discussion 
of the situation: 

l. To inerease the growing of food 
products, and especially grain, hay, cat- 
tle and hogs. 

2. For providing ready cash markets 
for such products at the trading points 
nearest the farmers. 

3. To standardize preparation and 
marketing of products, comformable to 
established methods. 

4. To carry the plans thus formea 
in effect through publicity, through 
county and community organizatios 
and otherwise. 

. To provide for freight and ware- 
house facilities. 

To procure from bankers and mer- 
chants and others furnishing farm 
supplies pledges to make advances on 
food crops. 

The reduced rates which have been 
granted by every railroad in the south- 
east assures a large attendance at the 
conference, in addition to the delegates 
which have been named by the agricul- 
tural commissioners in the seven states 
uniting in the call. Advices receivea 
at the state chamber indicate that this 
gathering in the capil building on 
Monday will contain a large number of 
the best-known agricultural experts in 
this section of the country. 


ROCKEFELLER REFUGE : 
FOR THE WILD FOWL 


New York, October 3.—For the pur- 
pose of establishing another wild fowl 
refuge on the northern shore of the 
Gulf of Mexico, the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion has purchased the 85.000-acre 
Grand Chenier tract, in the parishes 
of Cameron and Vermillion, Louisiana, 
at a cost of approximately $225,000. 
An announcement to this efefct was 
made today. The foundation has placed 
the land for an initial term of five 
years under the protection of the 
Loutsiana conservation commission. 

This purchase is another step in the 
program to establish throughout the 
winter-feeding and resting grounds for 
birds, and along their migration routes 
suitable preserves where they can be 
othe omge at all times of the year and 

e safe from persecution. 

The Grand Chenier tract is full of 
shallow ponds. lakes and bayous, 
abounding in cover for the protection 
of birds against storms. It produces 
an enormous quantity of natural food, 
sufficient to provide for the vast num- 


ber of birds from the north which 
winter along the guif coast. Tne great 
tract purchased by the Rockefeller 
Foundation is an integral part of the 
“wild life preserve system” for which 
persons interested in thé welfare of 
birds have been working for years. It 
is only a few miles from Marsh istan«, 
purchased by Mrs. Russell Sage for a 

ird refuge, at a cost of about $150,000. 
Marsh island, for many years, wae the 
greatest slaughtering ground for ducks 
in North America. p 

The Grand Chenier tract and Mars 
island are a part of a preserve of 500. 
square miles, with a frontage of 75 
miles on the gulf coast, which it is pro- 
posed to acquire. . Included in this pre- 
serve will be the 60.000 acres previous!v 
dedicate? to wild life preservation by E. 
A. Mclilhenny.

SENATOR SWEAT FAVORS 
EXTENSION OF W. & A 


South Georgian Thinks That 
Immediate Action Is 


Advisable. 


Waycross, Ga., October 3.—(Special.) 
It is the opinion of Senator J. L. Sweat, 
of the Fifth district, that in the event 
Governor John M. Slaton calls a spe- 
cial session of the state legislature 
s0me action should be taken to pro- 
tect the Western and Atlantic railroad 
against being paralleled by the line 
proposed from Cartersville to Atlan- 
ta by the Louisville and Nashville. 
He would have the legislature safe- 
Guard the state's interest for all time 
by providing for the extension of the 
Western and Atlantic from Atlanta to 
the sea. 

That such an extension could be built 
by the state within a short time is the 
belief of Senator Sweat. He feels that 
by the state acquiring the Southern’s 
line from Atlanta to Fort Valley, and 
the Atlantic, Waycross and Northern, 
chartered from St. Marys to Fort Val- 
ley, and a part of it built, and using

BECKER PROTESTS 
AGAINST WAR TAX 
ON AUTOMOBILES 


Owing to the present war, automo- 
hile manufacturers and owners seem 
to be in line for a tax on each machine 
made and used. A bill is now before 
the United States senate which it is 
understood has been recommended for 
passage, whereby ‘each manufacturer 
will have to pay $1 per horse-power. 
This information comes in a telegram 
to W. S. Becker, manager of the Over- 
land Southern Automobile company, 
Atlanta, from the Overland factory at 
Detroit. + 

“This seems to me an imposition on 
that class of people which is doing 
more to overcome the present depres- 
sion by spending their money for auto- 
mobiles and accessories andthus keep- 
ing money in circulation,” said Mr. 
Becker, “and when it is realized that 
every automobile owner in Georgia and 
elsewhere who has a 60-horse power 
automobile will be compelled to pay 
an annual tax of $15, while the manu- 
facturer of this car will be compelled to 
pay $60, and smaller horse power cars 
in proportion, I feel sure the public 
will realize the injustice of such a spe- 
cial war tax. I think that all automo- 
bile owners should at once telegraph or 
write their senators and congressmen 
asking them to oppose this measure, 
which is now in the hands of the United 
States senate finance committee.” 

Mr. Becker further points out that 
the automobile manufacturers and own- 
ers are today the largest contributors 
and taxpayers in the cause of good 
roads, expensive employees, enormous 
manufacturing Plants and branch 
houses, and he considers it unreasona- 
ble for such legislation to be enacted 
which, he maintains, is confiscatory, 
un-American and class legislation of 
the worst kind.

FOR WILKES MURDER 


Widow of Dead Man Acquit- 
ted on Accessory 
Charge. 


Valdosta, Ga., October 3.—(Special.) 
W. A. Roberts, charged with the mur- 
der of James Wilkes, near Melrose, 
Ga., on September 25, was bound over 
to the superior court at the commit- 
ment trial today under a bond of $2,000. 


Mrs. Rena Wilkes, widow of the dead ' 


man, charged with being an accessory 
to the murder, was acquitted. 

The case against Roberts and Mrs. 
Wilkes was complicated after the pre- 
liminary trial by warrants charging 
them with murder in Echols county. 
The killing occurred on the line be- 
tween Lowndes and Echols counties.

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HOW 10 CARE FOR TIRES 


DURING WINTER MBNTHS

SBeuld Be Wrapped in Clean 
Clath and Laid in Cool, 
Dark Place. 


L. Greenwald, head of the service 
department of the Firestone Tire and 
Rubber company, suggests the follow- 
ing precautions to auto owners: 

When you are through with your car 
for the season jack it up, remove the 
tires from the rims and wash them 
well with soap and water. Be sure to 
remove all traces of oil or grease. The 
rims, too, should be sandpapered to 
remove all traces of rust accumulation 
and painted with liquid graphite. 

For the best protection the tires 
should be wrapped in clean cloth or 

aper and laid flat in a cool, dark place. 

f possible, store tires where they will 
not be subjected to streams of heat 
and cold. A temperature of 40 to 60 
degrees is most favorable for avoiding 
chemical action in the rubber. 

All Firestone tires are encased in 
heavy paper at the factory, by a spe- 
cial wrapping machine, to protect them 
from the deteriorating influence of light 
until such time as they are ready for 
use. 

A very effective way is to wrap them 
in strips of muslin, or burlap, about 
three inches wide. Wind these strips 
around the tire and have each wrap lap 
over about one inch. 

Inner tubes should be deflated, placed 
in a box or wrapped in a clean cloth 
on paper, and laid flat in a dark place 
with no weight resting on them. If 
they are left in the tubes, they should 
be partly inflated. 

Never let the weight of the car rest 
on the tires when laying up for winter 
months. Jack it up and allow the 
axies to rest on supports. The con- 
stant weight on one part of the tire 
will cause it to flatten at that point, 
creasing the fabric and greatly weak- 
ening it. If the tires are left on the 
rims they should be thoroughly clean- 
ed and repaired and only enough air 
pressure left in the tubes to keep them 
well rounded. This prevents them from 
wrinkling or cracking. 

While the car is not in use is an 
opportune time to have necessary re- 
pairs made on tires It is the repair 
shops’ slack season, and, as you are in 
no hurry for the return of the tires, 
they can devote all the time necessary 
for your job and do it right. 

Examine tires well and have all cuts 
in the tread extending through to the 
fabric repaired. 

By following these suggestions you 
can add many miles to the life of your 
tire.

LOUKS FOR BUSINESS 
IN EUROPE THIS YEAR 


John L. Poole, export manager of the 
Hupp Motor Car company, with head- 
quarters at Paris, France, will return 
to Europe some time in the very near 
future, for the purpose of looking into 
Hupmobile business. Mrs. Poole will 
accompany him. 

Mr. Poole, speaking about his pro- 
posed return abroad, is inclined to be- 
lieve that there will be business for 
American automobile manufacturers in 
Europe this fall. He has based this 
assertion on personal investigation 
and from various interviews he has had 
recently with men who have returned 
to the United States from the very heart 
of the war crisis. 

“Of course I understand,” said Mr. 
Poole, “that the present war has prac- 
tically demoralized business conditions 
in the belligerent countries. But I 
really feel that in order to know the 
exact state of affhirs, it is necessary 
for me to make a first-hand investi- 
gation of business conditions, and for 
this season I am going to Europe. 

“Count de Pecorini, our distributor 
at Rome, has just arrived at Detroit 
and placed an order for 100 Hupmo- 
biles. Thiscertainly looks good to me, 
and the count states that while gener- 
ally the war in Europe will have a 
tendency to depress business fora while, 
it will only be temporary until such 
time as the conflict is over, or ig con- 
fined to certain limits. 

“The reports I have been reading re- 
cently, in reference to the Russian 
army and the fact that they have a 
number of Austrian prisoners at the 
Fortress of St. Peter and Paulin Petro- 
grad, calls to my mind an instance 
that I had recently while in that city. 

“While there, in company with the 
Hupmobile distributor, I made a tour of 
the fortress and, believe me, it certain- 
lv deserves the title that has been 
given it—‘the Palace of Living Death.’

The old fortress, 
which was once the stronghold of the 
Russian army, is now used as a prison 
for political spies and enemies of the

HINTS FOR REPAIRMEN 
FROM GOODYEAR BOOK 


These hints for repairmen are taken 
from No-Rim-Cut News, the publica- 
tion for dealers issued by the Goodyear 
Tire and Rubber company. Akron. Ohio: 

“When dark-curing cement is used 
in repairing white treads, dark lines 
and marks are left that will spoil the 
appearance of the most workman-like 
job. Realizing this fact, we have for 
some time past been using a white 
vulcanizing cement in our own repair 
department, and with such excellent 
results that we are adding it to our 
regular line of repair material.” 


“Repairmen often turn away trade in 
motorcycie tire repairs because they 
suppose they can’t repair motorcycle 
tires without a complete equipment of 
sectional mohkds. This is not necessary. 
Cement two or three plies of light fab- 
ric on the inside, flatten the casing out 
and cure repairs on the tube plate.”

“Sandbags may be used 
Internal 


air bags in curing tread cuts. 
pressure only is needed against the 
tread in such repairs. For each sec- 
tional mold size one sandbag and one 
steel bar will be needed. The bag 
should be of heavy canvas, shaped like 
a common salt bag and filled loosely 
(not packed) with fine sand. The steel 
bar should be of one inch section about 
a foot long and curved so it will fit 
within the mold. 

‘The sand@bag is placed within the 
casing, the casing dropped within the 
sectional mold and the steel bar laid 
alone the sandbag, concave side up. 
Screw down the clamp screw on the 
mold against the center of the bar. 
This spreads out the sandbdag and sup- 
plies the necessary pressure against 
the tread. It is a good plan to drill 
a hole or slot in the bar, so that the 
clamp screw can get a grip.”

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CLOSED BODY TYPES 
FOR CHANDLER LINE 


Aftinouncement has been made by of- 
ficlals of the Chandler Motor Car com- 
pany, Cleveland, of the addition of four 
new closed body types to the Chandler 
line for 1915. 

Probably the most remarkable fea- 
ture of the new Chandler closed cars is 
their unusually light weight. Since

Five persons can be accommodated 
with comfort in the closed compart- 
ment of the limousine. with room for 
the driver and passenger in front. A 
new type of folding seatinthe rear can 
be arranged so that the occupants face 
either the front or rear. These seats 
fold down out of the way when not 
in use. All glass windows are sashless, 
and the windows of the rear compart- 
ment are adjusted by patent regulators 
to any height or desired position. 

The new Chandler Sedan will rank 
with the handsomest of the 1915 owner- 
driver types on the market. As in the 
limousine, the rear seat is 47 inches 
wide, seating three people. The front 
seat next to the driver folds out of 
position when not in use, giving access 
to the driver's seat. 

The Cabriolet is fashioned after the 
style of all-year-round car that has be- 
come very poplar in this country, and 
is in universal use abroad. The leather 
top may be folded down in such a man- 
ner as to give the car the appearance 
of a graceful roadster model, without’ 
emphasizing its adaptability for winter 
work as a closed car. The windows 
fold into the door and to place them in 
position, it is only necessary to open 
the doors, fold the windows upward,

CAN WOMEN 
HELP? 


Under the caption: “Can Women 
Help?” Norman Hapgood writes in 
Harpers’ Weekly: 


“a is frequently asked what the large 
organizations of women can do to 
hasten peace. It is doubtful if they 
can do much at present. Their voice, 
however, ought to be of weight in 
bringing about a mood, in neutral 
countries and in the allies, that will 
enable Germany to receive fair play. 
It will be a delicate task to check her 
dangerous militarism, exact such com- 
pensation as cannot be avoided, and yet 
leave her with all the opportunities 
that for the good of the world she 
ought to have. Good-will in all of us 
instead of exultation or revenge,. will 
be much needed a few months from 
now. Said Tennyson: 


‘Break not, O womans’ heart, but still 
endure!’ 


“Woman is paying the heaviést price 
in the war now as always. On her we 
must lean heavily for generosity soon. 
In doing justice to her after the war 
we shall take a long, long step toward 
making such a return to slaughter 
—e a dream of the unenlightened 
past. 

“The war is proving the ability of 
women in civil service. At present the 
cities of France and Germany are being 
run largely by women. There are wom- 
en police, women tram conductors, 
subway operators, girl newsboys, 
women postmen and chauffeurs, and 
old lady justices of the peace. 
Women till the fields and mar- 
ket the produce. Nor despite the mili- 
tary excitement has there been any de- 
ficiency in these operations. The usual 
departments always open to women are 
filied as before, proving the great sur- 
plus of feminine activity in Europe. 
With every able man off to the front, 
mother has taken up father’s job as a 
matter of course. Nor are the tradi- 
tional duties of “woman's sphere” 
being neglected. Never has more sew- 
ing been done, never more nursing. 
Home labor is simply well balanced. 
Young girls and boys take an equal 
share of home keeping. Girls have 
discovered that boys who expect to 
cook their own meals in camp later can 
take their training at home. Paris, in 
particular, looks like a big school for 
the municipal training of women. This 
eutlet for their emotions has helped 
to prevent the hysteria of former wars. 
Given their chance, women are show- 
ing their active patriotism in war and 
proving their fitness for the saner pa- 
triotism of peace.’’

_ prepared for grain and hay crops. 


Reports from many counties indicate that 


the oat, wheat, barley, rye and alfalfa crops will be doubled and even trebled 
in size on account of the low prevailing prices in cotton, and that the cotton 
acreage will necessarily be reduced just this much, as the same land is being 
used for the foodstuff crops as was this year sown in the fleecy staple. 

Not only has the low price of cotton led the farmers to largely increase 
their acreage in other crops, but they are turning their attention more gen- 


erally than ever before to the raising of meat.

Next year is expected to be a banner 
grain year in Troup, and the acreage 
of cotton will be cut in half in some 
sections of the county; but most of the 
farmers state that they expect to plant 
from one-third to one-fourth as much 
land in cotton another year as was de- 
voted to that staple the past season. 


Butts County. 

Jackson, Ga., October 3.—(Special.)— 
Without question, the farmers of Butts 
county are going to plant thig fall and 
Winter the largest acreage in grain 
ever known in the history of the coun- 
ty. Demonstration Agent Worsham re- 
ports that several hundred pounds of 
clover seed will be planted. The acre- 
age planted to wheat will be larger 
than before in many years, while, as 
usual, the oat crop will be large. 

_ Farmers of this county are genulnely 
interested in cutting down the cotton 
crop next year, and more grain talk is 
being heard among the planters right 
now than was ever noticed before at 
the same season. A considerable acre- 
age will also be planted in alfalfa, 
uniform success having attended the 
efforts of those farmers here who have 
experimented with this valuable crop. 


Bibb County, 

Macon, Ga., October 8.—(Special.)— 
That there will be a reduction of about 
40 per cent ig the cotton acreage next 
year in Bibb county now seems as- 
sured, with the setting on foot of a 
Systematic campaign toward that end. 
This will take the form of the Lee 
county plan recently indorsed by the 
state chamber of commerce providing 
for the raising of not more than ten 
acres of cotton to the plow. Many of 
the farmers of this county have ex- 
pressed their intention of raising even 
less than that provided in the Lee 
county plan, and are preparing to raise 
all of the grain and feed stuffs they 
will need during the next year rizcht 
at home. Many of these will be men 
who have in the past been known as 
“all cotton” farmers. 

At a mass meeting of the Bibb farm- 
ers at Lorane, an agreement was cir- 
culated among the land owners in 


which they pledged themselves to ac- | 
cept corn, oats, wheat, meat and other | 


farm products in payment for rent, in- 
stead of cotton. This will enable the 
farmers to get away from cotton rais- 
ing exclusively. A number of land- 
owners have already signed the agree- 
ment, and a campaign will be con- 
ducted to get everyone in the county 
to do likewise. 
Jones County. 

Gray, Ga., October 3.—(Special.)— 
The farmers of Jones county are going 
to sOW more than twice as many acres 
of oats this fall as last, and a great 
many more are going to sow wheat 
enough for their family use and some 
to spare. All declare they are going 
to cut their cotton acreage. 

Sumter County. 

_Americus, Ga., October 3.—(Special.) 
Never before in the history of Sumter 
county was there such preparation for 
the planting of grain as at this season. 
Sumter county produced a crop of 250,- 
000 ‘bushels of oats this year. and it 
now seems that next year’s crop will 


|The State College of Agriculture of 


Georgia will put forth a great effort 


during the approaching owinter and 
tyne to induce the planting and 
growing of increased crops of cereals. 

There are two counties in the state— 
Brooks and Turner—that have been des- 
+ op for the experimental work of 
this new feature of the college work. 
Part of the county farm was given over 
to the state college last spring for ex- 
perftmental wonk under the direction of 
Professor R. R. Childe, and it is this 
same land with an additional acreage 
that will be devoted to demonstration 
purposes the coming year. 

Dr. M. A. Carlton, chief of the office 
of cereal investigation of the United 
States department of agriculture, has 
been in a lengthy consultation recently 
with Dr. Soule, of the state college in 
Athens, and following this consulta- 
tion it was decided to make the ex- 
periment. 

Brooks county has had for the past 
several years much larger acreage in 
corn than cotton and by this method 
of farming the planters have been very 
successful. Wheat and rice have been 
grown in Brooks county for a number 
of years, and it is now the intention 
of several farmers to next year plant 
a great variety of peas and beans, as 
it is believed that these can be grown 
here as well as California. 


Macon County. 

Montezuma, Ga., October 3.—(Spe- 
cilal.)—It seems to be the intention of 
practically every farmer in this section 
to plant more land to grain this year 
than ever before. More wheat will 
be sown in this county than at any 
time since the war of the sixties. 


Douglas County. 

Douglasville, Ga., October 3.—(Spe- 
claL)—-The farmers of Douglas county 
are in full sympathy with the move- 
ment to reduce the cotton acreage for 
next year and increasing the grain 
crops. 

Several of the large land owners in 
the county have already taken a de- 
cided stand for the movement and many 
others will follow. 


Fayette County. 

Fayetteville, Ga, October 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Indications are that the farmers 
of Fayette county will. increase the 
acreage in grain this fall and next 
year at least 50 per cent. The general 
average for the county planted in grain 
for the past year was about one-eighth 
of all lands cultivated, and for another 
year it will be at least one-fourth. This

Banks County. 

Homer, Ga., October 3.—(Special.)— 
More wheat and oats will be sown this 
fall than in the history of the county. 

The farmers are getting tired of 20- 
cent meat from the west, and are mak- 
ing ready to have hog and hominy the 
last of 1915.

PROPOSED CHECK TAX 
SHOULD NOT BE MADE 


N. K. Smith, the salesman for the Put- 
ney Shoe company, was in the city Sat- 
urday.--In discussing the exchange! 
proposed by the United States senate in 
the house war tax bill, Mr. Smith said: 

“I notice- the senate proposed to take 
the $2 per $1,000 on banking capital 
and surplus, which was in the house 
bill, and cut that out, substituting for 
it a tax of 2 cents on all checks. This 
certainly would be an injustice on the 
small merchant and the small depositor 
over the country. I am quite sure the 
southern constituency of our democratic 
senators would not welcome such a4 
change as this. Of course, there is no 
organization of depositors to take up a 
fight and lead a protest on this pro- 
posed change, and I suppose the bank- 
ers’ organizations will flock down in 
force and insist that the change be 
made, but it is absolutely wrong, and 
I certainly hope to see the senate make 
no such change in the bill.”

Malmaison 


France joyed in the consulte as 
the glorious summer that followed her 
long winter of discontent. 

It was the wondrous healing time for 
the wounds of the revolution. While 
Napoleon welcomed home the long- 
proscribed aristocrats and priests, he 
dispelled the fears of the republican 
masses by confirming them forever in 
the possession of the property which 
the revolution had taken from the aris- 
tocracy and the church and sold to 
them. He abolished the celebration of 
the anniversary of the execution of 
Louls XVI. as a national holiday and 
changed the name of the Place de ia 
Revolution, the square of the guillotine, 
to the Place de la Concorde. 

The world was young again. Fortune 
had shuffled the cards and fame was 
dealing new hands all round. 

Youth was in the saddle. The private 
soldier and the stable boys of yester- 
day, when they had hardly a shirt and 
a half between them, suddenly found 
their peasant names glorified and 
eclipsing the luster of the dukes and 
marquises and counts of the ancient 
nebility.

MEMORIES OF JOSEPHINE. 


Malmaison is treasured now amon 

the priceless national monuments o 

France. Pilgrims from all over the 
world pour in streams through |. the 
shady power of the chateau and into 
its halls and chambers, sighing over 
Josephine’s harp with its broken strin s, 
and looking with curious eyes at Jo- 
sephine’s bed, whereon she died, her 
ornate washstand, her gorgeons din- 
ner service and costly ornaments, most-

ly the gifts of sovereigns and govern- 
penta er work table and embroidery 
rame. 


The cedar she planted still casts its 
shade out on the lawn, where the tents 
used to be pitched as in an army camp, 
and where, in his shirt-sleeves, Napo- 
leon played “prisoner’s base” with hila- 
rious young men and screaming young 
women. The shepherd’s hut and the 
Swiss dairy have vanished from the 
veh the marble gods and nymphs that 
osephine set up are mossy with age: 
her cascade and lake, on which she 
lavished a fortune, are gone dry, but 
the bride still spans the now arid bed 
of the brook. 

Her theater no longer stands amon 
the trees, where the consular cour 
were wont to gather and be entertained 
by the famous players of Paris. There, 
too, some of the great actors in the 
drama of the Napoleonic era used to 
play at amateur theatricals, with Jo- 
pane. as the presiding genius, and 
when Napoleon prankishly hissed she 
announced that any person dissatisfied

money refunded at the door. 

The prettiest memorials of Josephine 
in her fanciful Eden are the flowers 
and shrubs she gmported from her na- 
tive Martinique, a few of which go

drew on that West Indian island for 
many kinds of seeds and plants, but 
begged in vain for her mother to come 
to her. She sent her the handsome 
chaplet which the pope gave her, and 
Hortense drew for her <rendmother a 
portrait of Napoleon walking in the 
park of Malmaison. Mme. Tascher, how- 
ever, chose to live on in the kitchen 
of the ruined house at Trois Islets 
alone with a negro servant. 

Josephine called the garden at Mal- 
maison her family, and her favorite 
salon was in a big greenhouse, where 
she held court in the midst of fragrance 
and beauty. Botany, perhaps, was her 
one certain accomplishment. She could 
neither sing nor play any instrument, 
for the harp with the broken strings, 
which the pilgrims of Malmaison see 
now, only serves to recall the prosaic 
fact that its mistress’ repertory was 
limited to a single air. She dabbled 
a bit with tapestry, and she and her 
friends made the coverings for some 
of the furniture in the house. 

But she was most at home with her 
flowers. One of her pleasures was to 
array her lithesome self in simple India 
muslin and lead her husband along the 
winding, bloom-embroidered paths, for 
he always vowed that the prettiest 
sight for mortal eyes was a tall, slen- 
der woman in white strolling in a leafy 
lane. She liked to bewilder his botan- 
ical ignorance with her knowledge of 
the names and habits of all the things 
in her little floral world, and we are 
told that she wept in her great Paris 

lace when he kept her away from 

almaison in the flowering time of her 
hyacinths and tulips—a single tulip 
bulb had cost her $8960. 


NAPOLEON'S TENT. 

The First Consul’s own special fa- 
vorites in the park were the gazelles, 
which had been brougnt from Egypt. 
He used to amuse himself by feeding 
them and he laughed to find them in- 
ordinately fond of eating out of his 
snuff box. Some moufflons, or wild 
sheep, he imported from Corsica, disap- 
pointed him, however, by rejecting his 
hospitality and running away. 

Josephine’s rare song birds, at 
which her spouse aimed his pistol 
shots from a’chateau window in a 
spirit of rude teasing, no longer sing 
in the trees of Malmaison, whose barks 
bear the bullet scars of the German in- 
vader in the Franco-Prussian war. For 
alien armies have twice tnvaded Na- 
poleon’s dooryardin 1815 and in 1870. 

The bell of the old Reui]) church 
still sends its peals upon the air as 
in the days when it was music to the 
ear of Napoleon. “Ah,” the man of state 
sighed, “that reminds me of the bells 
of Brienne. I was happy there!’ The 
bell, however, was not his only remind- 
er of Brienne. He had appointed Fr 
Dupuis, one of the old friars and 
teachers there, to bw the librarian at 
Malmaison, although there really was 
no library in the house, and Fr Dupuis 
never was seen to touch a book; but 
his one-time pupil enjoyed seeing him 
about the place. The porter of the 
Brienne school, too, was brought to 
Malmaison and installed in a like post 
at the chateau. 

The woodland workroom of the 
First Consul is yet in the park, a little 
vineclad retreat from the frivolity of 
the young people who filled the cha- 
teau with their mirth. But his prefer- 
ence was a tent in the garden, and one 
of his campaign tents is there now. 
In such a place he carried on at Mal- 
maison much of the business of his 
widespread realm. “I cannot under- 
stand men,” he said, “who can sit by 
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NAPOLEON AND WOMEN. 


Mme. de Remusat said that he was 
only fitted for a tent or a throne, 
where everything would be permitted 
him, for, she tells us, he did not know 
how to enter or leave a room, make a 
bow, sit down properly or converse; he 
could only ask abrupt questions or 
make impertinent comments. Mme. de 
Stael, on the other hand, was so 
pleased by an interview she held with 
him that she reported the remarkable 
dialogue, which Jc-ephine condemned, 
however, as an exhibition of her hus- 
band's vulgarity: 

General, whom do you regard as the 
greatest woman in the world?” 

She madam, who has borne the most 
children.” 

“But whom do you esteem highest?’ 

“She who is the best housekeeper.”

Although Stendhal tells us that Na- 
poleon’s look became excessively gentle 
when he spoke to a woman, his wizardry 
was pretty sharply confined to the lim- 
its of his own sex and left women com- 
paratively unenthralled. He treated 
them too much like soldiers, often 
walking down a line of loveliness as if 
he were on a military inspection. Some- 
times he pay uly pinched their eare 
till they shrieked, reproving them if 
their cheeks were not rouged to his 
taste, or chiding them for wearing old 
gowns. 

“You are too pale,” he said to Mme. 
de Remusat, as if rebuking a grenadier 
for a spot on his coat; “two Sines are 
very becoming to women, rouge and 
tears.” ;To another woman he exclaim- 
“Heavens! How red your elbows 
To another, “What an ugly head- 

Mme. Junot was too defiant. 
“Remember,” he admonished her, “a 
woman ceases to charm whenever she 
makes herself feared.” 

Yet this same Mme. Junot herself as- 
sures us in her vengeful “Memoirs” 
that it is impossible to describe the 
charm of his countenance, the magic of 
his smile_when he was animated by a 
feeling of benevolence—‘his soul was 
upon his lips and in his eyes.” She de- 
scribes his brow as formed to wear the 
crowns of the whole world: his hands 
as worthy the envy of the most co- 
quettish woman; a white, soft skin 
covering his muscles of steel. 


A WORD PORTRAIT. 
It is certain he was not lacking in 


one respect: his air was already regal) 


and his appearance had grown majes- 
tic. Much of the time until he was 
24 or 25 he did not have enough to eat; 
but in the consulate he was no longer 
lean and hungry looking. On the con- 
trary, his hollow cheeks had rounded 
into a becoming fullness; his complex- 
ion, having lost its yellowness, was 
clear and fresh; his body plump, but 
not vet portly, now filled out his 
clothes. 

How tall was Napoleon? In the first 
place, he was by no means as short as 
many historians have mistakenly as- 
sumed. Some of the most careful 
writers have fallen into error on this 
point, through an inaccurate transla- 
tion. The translators of Constant and 
of Mallet du Pan say he was 5 feet 3 
inches, while the translator of Baron 
de Meneval says he was 5 feet 2 inches. 
Those latter figures are most generally 
adopted. 

It is true that by the French meas- 
urement he was 5 feet inches and 4 
lines; but the French foot is longer 
than the English, and Napoleon’s ac-

But 
Joséephine’s almost childish extrava- 
gance often made him wince, The mis- 
tress of Malmaison had far more taste 
than thrift, and she pursued her love 
of pretty things there and in Paris with 
a light-hearted disregard of the cost.

Na- 
poleon had forbidden them admission 
to her, but laden with their tempting 
wares they penetrated and crowded her 
When at last their clam- 
ors for payments came to his ears he 
ordered Bourrienne to investigate the 
matter. Josephine confessed to the sec- 
retary that she owed $240,000, but 
begged him to conceal half of the one: 
gering total from her husband for the 

resent, in order to spare her his vio- 
ence. 

The pile of bills astounded Bour- 
rienne; thirty-eight new hats, heron 
plumes to the value of $360, and per- 
fumes to the value of $160 in one 
month. The secretary called in the 
creditors and insisted on cutting their 
extortionate charges in half One 
man who had° made out a bill for 
$16,000 received only $7,000, but was 
still able to congratulate himself on, 
having made a liberal profit. 

That was not Bourrienne’s only un-

pleasant experience of the same kind. 


When Napoleon bestowed on his sister 
as a wedding gift a necklace belonging 
to Josephine, she longed to replace the 
ornament with some pearls she had 
seen which once belonged to Marie An- 
toinette. The price was $50,000 cash, 
and not daring to propose such an ex- 
travagance to Napoleon, she was aided 
to make the purchase by General 
Berthier, who ptoceeded to extort the 
needed amount from a big army con- 


tractor, 

After gettin the coveted pearls, 
Josephine could not summon the cour- 
age to wear them and let them be seen 
by her husband, who Bourrienne tells 
us was somewhat of a busybody. Fi-

She filled with flowers the bloody 
chasm that had long divided them, and 
drew them together with her smile.

“She has no more resentment 
than a pigeon,’ Napoleon said. 

As the women of the-nobility began 
to gather about her, she did not forget 
her friends in the dark days and wept 
when her husband drew the line on 
Mme. Tallien, her companion in prison. 
Napoleon assured her he liked her loy- 
alty and was sorry to ban old friends;

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IVE days after leaving us, the 
launch, with one of the native 
trading boats lashed alongside, re- 

turned. On January 13 we broke 

camp, loaded ourselves and all our 
bélongings on the launch and the 
hougeboat, and started up-stream for 

- Tapirapoan. All told, there were about 

thitty men, with five dogs, and tents, 

bedding and provisions; fresh beef, 
growing rapidly less fresh; skins—all 
and everything jammed together. 

It rained most of the first day and 
part of the first night. After that the 
weather was generally overcast and 
pleasant for traveling; but sometimes 
rain and torrid sunshine alternated. 

The cooking—and it. was good cook- 
ing—was done at a funny little open- 
air fireplace, with two or three cooking 
pots placed at the stern of the house- 
boat. The fireplace was a platform of 
earth, taken from ant-hills, and heaped 
and spread on the boards of the boat. 
Around it the dusky cook worked with 
philosophic solemnity in rain and 
shine. 

Our attendants, friendly souls 
skins of every shade and hue, slept 
most of the time curled up among 
boxes, bundles and slabs of beef. An 
enormous land turtle was tethered to- 
ward the bow of the houseboat. When 
the men slept too near it, it made futile 
efforts to scramble over them; and in 
turn now and then one of them grave- 
ly used it for a seat. 

Slowly the throbbing engine :drove 
the launch and its weirdly side part- 
ner against the swift current. The 
river had risen. We made about a 
mile and a half an hour. Ahead of us 
the brown water street stretched in 
curves between endless walls of dense 
tropical forest. 

A Riot of Vegetaticen. 

it was like passing through a _ gi- 
Ki Titic greenhouse. Wawasa and boriti 
paims, cecropias, huge figs, feathery 
banyboos, strange vellow-stemmed 
trees, low trees with enormous leaves, 
tall trees with foliage as delicate as 
lage, trees with buttressed trunks, 
trées with boles rising smooth and 
straight to lofty heights, all woven 
together by a tangle of vines, crowded 
down to the edge of the river. Their 
drooping branches hung down to the 
water, forming a screen through which 
it was impossible to see the bank, and 
exceedingly difficult to penetrate to the 
bank. Rarely one of them showed 
flowers-—large white blossoms, or 
small red or yellow blossoms; more 
often the lilac flowers of the begonia- 
vine made large patches of color. In- 
numerable epiphytes covered the limbs 
and “ever ..grew on the roughened 
truhks. 

We Saw little bird life—a darter now 
and then, and kingfishers flitting from 
perch to perch. At long intervals we 
“passed a ranch. At one the large, red- 
tiled, whitewashed house stood ona 
grassy slope, behind mango trees. The 
wooden shutters were thrown back 
from the big windows and the big 
rooms were utterly bare—not a book, 
not an ornament. A palm, loaded with 
scores of the pendulous nests of the 
troupials, stood near the door. Behind 
were orange trees and coffee plants, 
and near by fields of bananas, rice and 
tobacco. 

The sallow 
and hospitable. 
womenfolk kept in the 
ground. Like most of the 
was owned by a company 
quarters at Caceres. 

The trip was pleasant and interest- 
ing, although there was not much to 
do on the boat. It was too crowded to 
move around save with a definite pur- 
pose. We enjoyed the scenery; we 
talked—in English, Portuguese, bad 
French, and broken German Some of 
us wrote. Fiala made sketches of im- 
proved tents, hammocks, and other field 
equipment, suggested by what he had 
already seen. Some of us read books. 
Col. Rondon, neat, trim, alert and sol- 
diery, studied a standard work on ap- 
plied g@eographical astronomy. Father 
Zahm read a nove! by Fogazzaro, and 
a couple of Brazilian novels, “O Guar- 
ani” and “Innocencia."”’ My own reading 
Varied from “Quentin Durward” and 
“Gibbon” to the “Chanson de Roland.” 
Miller took out his his little pet owl 
Moses, and gave him food and water. 
Moses crooned and chuckled gratefully 
when he w stroked and tickled. 

At a Primitive Ranch. 

Late ' first evening we moored to 
the bank by a little fazenda of the 
poorer type The houses were of palm 
leaves. IKiven the walls were made of 
the huge fronds or leafy branches of 
the Wawasa palm, stuck upright in 
the the blades plaited to- 
gether. 
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the following 
morning. One of the sailors had stray- 
ed inland Hie got turned round and 
eould not find the river, and we start- 
ed before discovering his absence. We 
stopped at and with much diffi- 
culty he forced his way through the 
vine-laced and ithorn-guarded jungle 
toward the sound of the launch’s en- 
vines and of the bugle which was 
biown. In this dense jungle, when the 
sun is behind cfouds, a man without 
a compass who strays a hundred yards

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from the river may readily become 
hopelessly lost. 
A Land of Palma. 

As we ascended the the 
wawasa palms became conS8tantly more 
numerous. At this point, for many 
miles, they gave their own character 
to the forest on the river banks. Every- 
where their long, curving fronds rose 
among the other trees, and in places 
their lofty trunks made them hold 
their heads higher than the other trees. 
But they were never tall as the 
giants among the ordinary trees. « 

On one towering palm we noticed a 
mass of beautiful violet orchids grow- 
ing from the side of the trunk, half- 
way to the top. On another big: tree, 
not a lamp, which stood in a little 
opening, there hung well over a hun- 
dred troupials’ nests. Besides two or 
three small ranches we this day pass- 
ed a large ranch. The various houses 
and sheds, all palm-thatched,~-stood by 
the river in a big space of cleared 
ground, dotted with wawasa palms. 

A native houseboat was moored by 
the bank. Women and children looked 
from the unglazed windows of the 
houses; men stoodinfrontofthem. The 
biggest house was inclosed by a stock: 
ade of palm logs, thrust end-on into 
the ground. Cows and oxen grazed 
round about, and carts with solid 
wheels, each wheel ‘made of a single 
disk of wood, were tilted on thelr 
poles. e 
We made our noonday halt on an is- 
land where very tall trees grew bear- 
ing fruits that were pleasant to the 
taste. Other trees on the- island were 
covered with rich red and yellow blos- 
soms; and masses of delicate blue flow- 
ers and of star-shaped white flowers 
grew underfoot. Hither and thither 
across the surface of the river flew 
swallows, with so much white in their 
plumage that as they flashed in the 
sun they. seemed to have snow-white 
bodies, borne by dark wings. The cur- 
rent of the river grew swifter; there 
were stretches of broken water that 
were almost rapids; the laboring en- 
gine strained and sobbed as with in- 
creasing difficulty it urged forward 
the launch and her cl consort 

At nightfall we moored 
bank, where the forest open 
enough to permit a comfortable camp 
That night the ants ate large holes in 
Miller's mosquito netting, and almost 
devoured his socks and laces. 

At sunrise we again There 
were occasional stretches swift, 
broken water, almost rapids, the 
river; everywhere the current was 
swift, and our progress was slow. The 
prancha was towed at the end of a 
hawser, and her crew poled Even thus 
we only just made the riffie in more 
tnan one case. 

Two or three times co! rants and 
snake-birds, perched on zs in the 
river or on trees alongside it, permitted 
the boat to come within a few yards. 
In one piece of high forest we saw a 
party of toucans, conspicuous even 
among the tree-tops Wecause of their 
huge bills and the leisurely expertness 
with which they crawled, climbed and 
hopped among the Drancntes. We went 
by several fazendas 

A Reyal Welcome. 

Shortly before noon—January 16—we 
reached Tapirapoan, the headquarters 
of the telegraphic commission. It was 
an attractive place, on the river front, 
and it was gayly bedecked with flags, 
not only those of Brazil and the United 
States, but of all the other American 
republics, in our honor There was a 
large, green Square, with trees stand- 
ing in the middle of itt... On one side 
of this square were the buildings of 
the telegraphic commission, on the 
other those of a big ranch, of which 
this is the headquarters. In addition. 
there wer@- stables, sheds, outhouses 
and corrals; and there were cultivated 
fields near by. Milch cows, beef cat- 
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at will. There were two oer three 
wagons and carts, and a traction auto- 
mobile, used in the construction of the 
telegraph line, but not available in the 
rainy season, at the time of our trip. 

Here we were to begin our trip over- 
land, on pack-mules and pack-oxen, 
scores of which had been gathered to 
meet us. Several days were needed to 
apportion the loads and arrange for the 
several divisions in which it was neces- 
sary that so large a party should at- 
tempt the long wilderness march, 
through a’ country where there was not 
much food for man or beast, and where 
it was always possible to run into a 
district in which fatal cattle or horse 
diseases were prevalent. Fiala, with 
his usual efficiency, took charge ‘of 
handling the outfit of the American 
portion of the expedition, with Sigg as 
an active and useful assistant. Har- 
per, who, like the others, worked with 
whole-hearted zeal and cheerfulness, 
also helped him, except when he was 
engaged in helping the naturalists. The 
two latter, Cherrie and Miller, had so 
far done the hardest and the best work 
of the expedition. They had collected 
about a thousand birds and two hundred 
and fifty mammals. 

It was not probable that they would 
do as well during the remainder of our 
trip, for we intended thenceforth to 
halt as little, and march as steadily, as 
the country, the weatker and the condi- 
tion of our means of transportation 
permitted. 1 kept continually wishing 
that they had more time in which to 
study the absorbingly interesting life 
histories of the beautiful and wonder- 
ful beasts an@ birds we were all the 
time seeing. 

Every first-rate museum must still 
employ competent collectors; but. I 
think. that a museum could now confer 
most lasting benefit, and could do work 
of most permanent good, by sending 
out into the Immense wilderness, where 
wild nature is at her best, trained ob- 
servers with the gift of recording what 
they have observed. Such men should 
be collectors, for callecting is still nec- 
essary; they should also, and in- 
deed primarily, be: able themselves to 
see, to set vividly before the eyes 
of others, the ful’ iizge histories of the 
creatures that dwell in the waste 
spaces of the world, 

At this point both Cherrie and Miller 
collected a number of mammals and 
birds which they had not previously ob- 
tained; whether any were new to 
science could only be determined after 
the specimens reached the American 
museu%®m., 

Kormidable Ant Armies. 


While making the round of his smal] 
mamimal traps one morning, Miller en- 
countered army ot the formidable 
foraging ants. The species was a large 
moving with a well-extend- 
ded tront. Chese ants, sometimes call- 
ed army ants, like the driver ants of 
Atrica, move in big bodies and destroy 
or make prey of every living thing that 
unable or unwilling to get out of 
their path in time. They run fast, 
and everything runs away from their 
advance. insects form their chief prey; 
and the most dangerous and aggressive 
lower-life creatures make astonishing- 
ly little resistance to them. 

Miller’s attention was first attract- 
ed to this army or ants by noticing a 
Dig centiped, nine or ten inches long, 
trying to flee before them. A number 
of ants were biting it, and it writhed 
at each bite, but did not try to use its 
long-curved jaws against its assailants. 
On other occasions he saw big scor- 
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‘pions and big hairy spiders trying to 


escape in the Same way, and showing 
the same helpless inability to injure 
their ravenous foes, or to defend them- 
selves. The ants climb trees to a great 
height, much higher than most birds’ 
nests, and at once kill and tear to 
pieces any fledglings in the nests they 
reach. But they are not as common 
as some writers seem to imagine; days 
may elapse before their armies are en- | 


countered, and doubtless most nests are 
never visited or threatened by them. 
In some instances it séems likely that 
the birds save themselves and their 
young in other ways. Some nests are 
inaccessible. From others it is prob- 
able that the parents remove the young. 
Miller once, in Guiana, had béen watch- 
ing for some days a nest of ant-wrens 
which contained young. Going thith- 
er one morning, he found the tree, 
and the nest itself, swarming with 
foraging ants. He at first thought 
that the fledglings had been devoured, 
but he soon saw the parents, only about 
thirty yards off, with food in their 
beaks. They were engaged in enter- 
ing a dense part of the jungle, coming 
out again with food'in their beaks and 
soon reappearing once more with food. 
Miller never found their new nests, but 
their actions left him certain that they 


were feeding their young, which they | 


elegrapher at Tapirapoan., wife (Schoolmisiress) and 


must have themselves removed from 
the old nest. , 

These ant-wrens hover in front of 
and over the columns of foraging ants, 
feeding not only on the other insects 
aroused by the ants, but on the ants 
themselves. This fact has been doubt- 
ed; but Miller hasashot them with the 
ants in their bills and in their stom- 
achs. Dragonflies, in numbers, often 
hover over the columns, darting down 
at them; Miller could not be certain 
he had seen them actually seizing the 
ants, but this was his belief. 

I have myself seen these ants plun- 
der a nest of the dangerous and highly 
aggressive wasps, while the wasps 
buzzed about in great excitement, but 
seemed unable effectively to retaliate. 
I have also seen them clear a sapling 
tenanted by their kinsmen, the poison- 
pus red ants, or fire-ants: the fire-ants 
fought andI have no doubt - injured 
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or killed some of their swarming and 
active black foes: but the latter quick- 
ly did away with them. I have only 
come across black foraging ants; but 
there are a red species. They attack 
human betngs precisely as they attack 
all animals and precipitate Might is 
the only resort. 

Around our camp here butterflies of 
gorgeous coloring swarmed and there 
were many fungi as delicately shaped 
and tinted as flowers. The scents in 
the woods were wonderful There 
were many whippoorwills, or rather 
Brazilian birds related to them: thev 
uttered at intervals through the night 
a, succession of notes suggesting both 
those of our whippoorwill and those of 
our big chuck-will’s-widow of the gulf 
states, but not identical with either 

There were other birds which were 
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United States; a, dull-colored catbird, 
a dull-colored robin, and a sparrow be- 
longing to the same genus as our com- 
man song-sparrow and sweetheart spar- 
row; Miller had heard this sparrow 
singing by day and night, 14,000 feet 
up on the Andes, and its song suggest- 
ed the songs of both of our sparrows. 

There were doves and woodpeckers of 
various species. Other birds bore no 
resemblance to any of ours. One honey- 
creeper was a perfect little gem, with 
plumage that was black, purple and 
turquoise, and brilliant scarlet feet, 

Two of the birds which Cherrie and 
Miller procured were of extraordinary 
nesting habits. One a nunilet, in shape 
resembles a short-tailed bluebird. It 
is plumbeous, with a fulvous belly and 
white tail coverts. It is a stupid Httle 
bird, and does not like to fly away 
even when shat at. It catches its prey 
and ordinarily acts like rather dull 
flycatcher, perching on some dead tree, 
swooping on insects and then returning 
to its perch, and never going on the 
ground to feed or run about. But it 
nests in burrows which it digs itself, 
one bird usually digging, while the 
other bird perches in a bush near by. 
Sometimes these burrows are in the 
side of a sandbank, the sand being so 
loose that it is a marvel that it does 
not cave in. Sometimes the burrows 
are in the level plain, running down 
about three feet, and then rising at an 
angle. The nest consists of a few 
leaves and grasses, and the eggs are 
white. 

The other bird. called a num or wax- 
bill, is about the size of a thrush, gray- 
ish in color, with a waxy red bill. It 
also burrows in the level soil, the bur- 
rows being five feet long: and over the 
mouth of the burrow it heaps a pile of 
sticks and leaves. 

At this camp the heat was great— 
from $1 degrees to 104 degrees Fahren- 
heit—and the air very heavy, being 
saturated with moisture: and there 
were many rainstorms. But there were 
no mosquitoes, and we were very com- 
fortable. 

Thanks to the neighborhood of the 
ranch. we fared sumptuously, with 
plenty of beef, chicken and fresh milk. 
Two of the Brazilian disheg were de- 
licious: canza, a thick soup of chicken 
and rice. the best soup a hungry man 
ever tasted; and beef chopped in rather 
small pieces and served with a well- 
flavored but simple gravy. 

The mule allotted me as a riding 
beast was a powerful animal, with easy 
gaits. The Brazilian government had 
waiting for me a very handsome silver- 
mounted saddle and bridle; I was very 
much pleased with both. However, my 
exceedingly rough and shabby clothing 
made an incongruous contrast. 

Reforming the Party. 

At Tapirapoan we broke up.our bag- 
bage—as well as our party. We sent 
forward. to the divide between the Gy- 
Parana and the River of Doubt, the 
Canadian canoe—which, with the mo- 
tor engine and some kerosene, went in 
a cart drawn by six oxen—and a hun- 
dred sealed tin cases of provisions, 
each containing rations for a day for 
six men. They had been put up in New 
York under the special direction of 
Fiala, for use when we got where w® 
wished to take good and varied food 
in small compass. 

All the skins, skulls and alcohollo 
specimens, and all the baggage not ab- 
solutely necessary, were sent back 
down the Paraguay and to New York, 
in charge of Harper. Most of the Bra- 
zilian members of the expedition, under 
the charge of Captain Amilcar, were 
organized to go in one detachment. 

The main body of the expedition, con- 
sisting of the remaining American 
members. and of Colonel Rondon, Lieu- 
tenant Lyra and Dr. Cajazeiras, with 
their baggage and provisions, formed 
another detachment.

This season's 
main tent is the largest the Ringling 
Brothers have ever used.

This newly-added 
production requires a cast of 1,250 
people, hundreds of dancing girls. a 
caravan of camels and tons of special 
scenery, costumes and electrical effects. 
This makes necessary the carrying of 
a stage of tremendous proportions. 

One of the most interesting of the 
several circus departments is that in 
charge of the commissary. This of- 
ficial and his assistants do their mar- 
keting daily and in the city in which 
the show is to exhibit. More than 4,000 
meals are served every 24 hours, and 
at these the diners consume approxi- 
mately 3,000 pounds of fresh meat, 300 
dozen eggs, 800 pounds of bread, 156 
pounds of butter, 200 pounds of coffee, 
10 crates of vegetables and other items 
equally as large. For the stock and 
animal department there are used daily, 
10 tons of hay, 300 pounds of straw, 
300 busheis of oats, 1,500 pounds of 
beef, while no well behaved elephant 
would think of preparing for parade 
without his usual morning cereal—a 
bale of hay.

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WOMEN FILL THE JOBS 
WHEN MEN GO 10 FRONT 
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Daughters of Great Britain 
Eager to Be of Service 
During the War. 


London, October 3.—Remarkable 
testimony to the eagerness with which 
women want to fill the places of men 
who have been called away from Eng- 
land to fight for their country is given 
by the Women’s Emergency Corps, 
which under leadership of the Duchess 
of Marlborough has compiled a regis- 
ter of upwards of 15,000 names of wom- 
en, who desire to be of service. 

“How diverse the jobs they seek,” 
Mrs. Flora Annie Steel, in writ- 
ing of the work of the Women's 
Emergency Corps, “may be guessed 
by thé entries of over i100 interpre- 
ters—none of whom speak less than 
four languages, and some them 
eleven!—of more than expert 
horsewomen ready at a few hours no- 
tice to serve at home or abroad, and 
who are quite capable of managing 
or working in remount camps. Many 
of these, having shot and camped all 
over the world, are eminently suited 
for rougn work. Then there are 150 
expert motorcyclists eager for patrol 
or despatch work, and endless stail- 
wart young women for such jobs as 
omnibus conducting, milk delivering, 
gardening and the farm work that is 
generally done by lads of nineteen or 
twenty 

“Of course, behind 
more or less freak volunteers comes 
the great army of nurses, domestic 
workers, clerical agents, and the num- 
berless well-educated intelligent wom- 
en, who are fully capable of shop 
and general business work. Naturaliv 
enough, qualified doctors, nurses, and 
dispensers are drafted out as soon 
as they come in. Cooks and domestic 
servants follow suit; but every day's 
register points to the fact that we 
have here a mighty agent for the na- 
tional good. 

“And so the Women's 
Corps feels itself justified 
an offer to the war office, the gov- 
ernment, and the country at large— 
namely, that they are prepared to find 
a paid substitute for any man who 
enlists; such substitute to guarantee 
to leave the job on the man’s return 
and to take over the man’s belongings 
as a personal cuarge; that is to gay, 
while. not binding herself to give pe- 
cuniary assistance, she will see to it 
that allowances are duly paid, that 
relief in special circumstances is 
given, and generally, so far as in her 
lies, stand as a friend between the 
man’s dependents and the cold world. 

“This is a big offer; it is one which 
naturally will require adjustment to 
each individual case; but it is one.
